CONSTANTIN OPLE, July 25.— 
Americans in Constantinople have 
established a hospital which is de- 
signed eventually to be the nucleus 
of an important American medical 
center in the Near East. 

Admiral Bristol, the American 
high commissioner, is chairman of 
the hospital's board of directors, 
which includes G. B. Ravndahl, the 
American commissioner and presi- 
dent of the American Chamber of 
Commerce; Maj. G. Claflin Davis, di- 
rector of the American Red Cross 
in the Near East; Col. James P. 
Coombs. director of the American 
Committee for Relief in the Near 
East; Dr. Mary Mills Patrick, presi- 
dent of Constantinople College for 
Women; Dr. W. W. Peet, represent- 
ing the various American mission 
ary boards, and Mrs. Huntingdon, 
representing Roberts College. 

TO HAVE HUNDRED BEDS. 

Equipment for the hospital 
which will have 100 beds, will be 
supplied by the American Red 
Cross. The personnel will be sup- 
plied by the American Red Cross 
and the .American Committee for 
Relief in the Near East, both o 
which have many doctors and 
nurses working in Turkey among 
ed refugees of various nationali- 
ties.

The Rockefeller Foundation has 
promised to send a board of in- 
spection to Constantinople and the 
hospital board hepes to get the as- 
sistance of that organization in a 
general improvement of health and 
medical conditions in the Near 


Eaat. 

The need for a hespital for En- 
glish-speaking patients is urgent. 
American firms are opening branch- 
es in Constantinople every week. 
This has become a great rendezvous 
for the American Navy. The 
Young Men's Christian Association 
and Young Women's Christian 48 
sociation have large organizations 
in addition to many relief and mis- 
sionary bodies, which are constantly 
in need of hospital space for their 
personnel. 

Under the direction of the Con- 
Stantinople unit of the American 
Committee for Relief in the Near 
East, an open-air hospital for tu- 
bercular children has also been es- 
tablished on the shore of the Bos- 
phorus. a few miles north of Con- 
stantinople. This hospital is under 
the direction of Dr. Elfie Richards 
Graff. it has fifty beds and is de- 
signed as a model institution which 
the Americans hope to get the 
Turkish, Greek, Armenian and Jew- 
ish communities to duplicate. 

The new American hospital has. 
leased a large private residence in 
Stamboul, the Turkish section of 
Constantinople.

Until a few days ago this ship had 
not been given fuel oil, except in 
small quantities, which the master 
was able to borrow from other ves- 
sels to make his way to Balikpapan 
and later to Makassar. 

At Balikpapan the supply of ofl is 
250,000 barrels a day.

It 
is maintained as 1 large bunkering 
station, because it is on the more 
direct route of some steamers, 

The oil works at Balikpapan ex- 
tend over an area of several square 
miles. are owned by the 
Asiatic Petroleum Company, an im- 
portant British oil company, rival of 
the Standard Ol Company. No ex- 
planation has been given, so far as 
known, why American vessels cannot 
obtain oil at Balikpapan.

WINFIELD (Kan.) July 25.— 
Homer S. Wilson, matinee idol at 
wild west shows, who killed two men 
on the streets of Tahlequah, Okla. 
a year and a half ago to avenge his 
wife's honor, himself was shot and 
killed on a lonely country road near 
here late this afternoon by Mrs. Wil- 
eon. 

With the death of Wilson perished 
the fourth man intiniately’ ‘connected 
with the pretty, dark-haired woman.

Charles West, first husband of 
Mrs. Wilson. was shot and killed 
from ambush near Tahlequah, about 
six years ago.

Anthony, foreman of. Mrs. Wilson's 
ranch at Tahlequah, had been in- 
timate with Mrs. Wilson, while her 
husband was in the army. 

Wilson was shot this afternoon by 
Mrs. Wilson as they were returning 
from a cattle- purchasing trip at 
Dexter, twenty-two miles east. 
Charles Ridgeway and Edward 
Glass, who have ranches near Dex- 
ter, were with the 
sons, according to the story. Wilson 
nad been driving very fast. When 
n stop was made for tire trouble 
and Wilson left the car, Mrs. Wil- 
nom slid into the driver's seat, in- 
sisting she would drive. An argu- 
ment followed and Mrs. Wilson sd- 
denly shot twice with an automatic 
revolver, she hed. taken from the flap 
of ene of the seats. 

Wilson, whose home is in Win- 
field, has been much in the public 
eve here recently. Inducted into 
the service, he soon complained to 
draft officers his wife had reported 
suffering at the hands of her fore- 
man, Frank Anthony. He demanded 
protection. The case 
over to Federal officials, but evi- 
dently nothing was done. 

\ When Wileon returned from the 
army he went to Tahlequah. There 
he testified at his trial Mrs. Wilson 
confessed the Anthonys had am- 
bushed and killed her former hus- 
band and sworn also to kill Wilson.

Threats of Lynching Made by 
Angered Citizens. 


{EXCLUSIVE DM@PATCH.] 
PENDLETON, July 25.— T. D. 
Taylor, famous cowboy sheriff of 
Umatilla county, was shot through 
the breast and fatally wounded here 
early this afternoon, when six pris- 
oners confined in the County Jalil 
made a sensational escape. He died 
five hours later. A big poase is now 
in pursuit of the fugitives, who are 
heavily armed. 
The prisoners first overpowered 
Jake Marin, a deputy, who had 
taken them their dinner. They then 
entered the office where Taylor was 
seated chatting with Guy M. Wyrick. 
A struggle followed, in which one 
of the convicts gained possession 
of a revolver and fired. Without at- 
tacking Wyrick they fled. 
Following the break the desper- 
adoes seized guns and ammunition 
in the Sheriff's office and fied to the 
O. W. R. & N. Company's railway 
tracks, where they boarded an east 
bound freight train. 
The fugitives rode this train for 
four miles, getting off at Mission 
station. From there they fled into 


the timber. 
POSSES ARE FORMED. 


As soon as the news of the fat 
break had been made known, every 
able-bodied man in Pendleton was 
pressed into service and posses 
sent out. The entire population of 
‘Pendleton was aroused to intense 
excitement when word of the shoot- 
ing of Taylor and the break spread. 
Talk of ltynching the men if cap- 
tured alive was frequently heard. 

Parties of business and  profes- 
sional men, laborers and cowboys, 
from the surrounding country, 
armed themselves and joined in the 
pursuit. 

Robert Jeffries, a young man 
from Jacksonville. Fla, who had 
been in jail for the last ten days, 
for carrying a concealed weapon, 
and who had no part in the dash 
for freedom, _— the following 
story: 

PRISONER ‘TELLS STORY. 


“It all happened when Deputy 
Sheriff Marin came into the corridor 
to feed us. First he let the two 
trusties out to build the fire and go 
after the food. Then he locked us 
all in the cell where we eat. When 
the food basket arrived he unlocked 
the cell door. 

“Just then the trusties came up 
and started to talk to Marin. While 
„ had his back to the rest of us 
the big Indian. Owens, Who was ar- 
rested by Sheriff Taylor last week 
after a running fight in the hills, 
jumped onto Marin's back and bore 
him to the floor. Hart, the other 
Indian, and Owen's partner, closed 
in and hit Marin with the jail key 
ring, knocking him out. 

“They bound and gagged him and 
put him in the cell where I wae 
and locked it. I started to help 
Marin, but a man covered me and 
shouted: ‘Stay right where you are. 
Don't move.“ Then we heard two 
shots. Marin groaned: My God! 
Somebody's killed.“

Y THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. ° 
The British Parliamentary debate on 
the League of Nations brought out an in- 
teresting resume of things accomplished 
from the Hon. Arthur Balfour, one of its 
most affectionate godfathers. 

Mr: Balfour explained that a secretariat 
had been established, with an office for the 
registration of treaties, and that four per- 
manent advisory committees had been cre- 
ated to deal with ths subjects of arma- 
ments, international health, transit and in- 
ternational justice. In.addition boundary 
commissions were at work delimiting the 
Saar Valley and settling the future of Dan- 
gig. The League has also considered im- 
portant questions which were not imposed 
upon it by the treaty obligations—as, for 
instance, the threatened invasion of Poland 
and surrounding territory by typhus. It 
Was also dealing with the return of prison- 
ers from Russia to Europe and from Europe 
to Russia, as well as tackling the big in- 


ternational finance problem. 


In fact, Mr. Balfour claims that the 
League of Nations has done rather more 
in the first few months of its existence than 
fits proponents could have hoped for, and 
that it would have achieved even more had 
the United States been co-operating. 

Pessimists who sneer at what they are 
Pleased to call the failure of the League 
are altogether too hasty in their judgments. 
The League is a mere infant in interna- 
tional experiment, but is putting on weight 
and gaining in usefulness every day. Even 
ff it has not been able to prevent the Greco-

HE NEW WAR PERIL. 
Soviet Russia has developed into a 
military menace to the peace of Europe. It 
is not a menace of ideas, of a propaganda 
that would cause peoples to take up arms 
against their governments; it is not tbe 
menace of a new industrialism, but one of 
men and guns. The soviet philosophy has 
been rejected. The experience of Russia 
under the soviets has awakered a horror 
in the breasts of the other peoples of Eu- 
rope. The mask has been torn from its 
livid. countenance, 
freedom, but a worse servitude for the work- 
ing classes than that of the Czars. Lenino 
and Trotzky have awakened in the Slav 
peoples the barbarian’s lust for plunder, and 
the Russ invaders are regarded as armed 
bandits who must be repelled if free gov- 
ernments and free peoples are to survive. 
The nations of Western Europe are ex- 
hausted by their struggle against the Hun. 
They had hoped that the downfall of Ger- 
man militarism would bring them a sur- 
cease from armed invasion; but they are 
now confronted dy a terror which threatens 
to drench anew the fields of Europe on 
which the pools of the blood of former con- 
fiicts are scarcely dry. Sovietism brings to 
the western nations not hope but despair. 
it is not the ations of Europe alone 
that are concerned. What about America? 
Will the Russ invasion develop such pro- 
portions that we, too, shall be drawn into 
the conflict? Wiil it become necessary for 
a new Liberty army to cross the seas to 
restore the peace of Europe’? These ques- 


tions are as serious as those which con- 


fronted us during the dark years while 
France, Belgium, Italy and Britain were of- 
fering their young manhood as fodder for 
cannon. The Times sincerely 
trusts that the menace is exaggerated; that 
the Russian armies ate not as formidable 
as their descent upon little Toland makes 
them appear; that they will flinch before 
the united opposition of the Entente pow- 
ers, which have already pledged their sup- 
port to the valiant Pcles. But we must. be- 
ware of false security, of trusting to right, 
unsupported by force, to prevail. 
Doubt exists as to what the soviets will 
do. We would like to believe that the pro- 
fessions of their leaders are true, that they 
are sincerely seeking peace. But we have 
learned to know what their professions are 
worth. On July 1, according to a statement 
made by Bonar Law in the House of Com- 
mons, the Russian government accepted 
the terms proposed by the Entente Powers 
for a truce between Russia and Poland. But 
thet truce proved to be only a blind to 
check the mobilization of Tntente armies. 
It was the prelude to the big soviet often- 
if 

Lenine himself has repeatedly expressed 
his scorn for what he terms “bourgeois 
honor.” He regards a pledge given to a 
“capitalist government” as without conse- 
quence. He holds himself anc his govern- 
ment as bound by no pledge or treaty, 
either of the’ past or the future. . There is 
no diplomatic ground on which the oppos- 
ing forces can meet. Those who fight under 
the red or the black flag know no law 
except that of force. : 

On July 11 the Entente council at Spa 
issued the following proclamation: 

Should the soviets refuse an arml- 
stice and attack the Poles within their 
own boundaries, the Allies will give 
Poland full assistance. 
On the same day the Britlsn government 

issued a statement that: “There is no 
foundation to the rumor that Great Britain 
intends to make separate peace with 
Russia.“ 

Russian troops fought last week on Pollsh 
soil. Trotzky issued an uitimatum that 
peace could be negotiated only when the 
soviet armies were in possession of War- 
saw; indicating that the Polish capital 
must first be given over to the Bolshevist 
plunder.. But a dispatch from London on 
Saturday asserted that the soviet govern- 
ment had agreed to an armistice and tha: 
fighting has ceased slong the 500-mile bat- 
tle front. Time alone can tell whether the 
Russian offensive has been abandoned, or 
whether this is only another Bolshevist 
ruse to still the alarm of the Entente Pow- 
ers and check their mobilization. 

Where are the Fussians getting their 
arms and ammunition for their massed 
armies? Grabski, Polish Premier, answered 
that question last week at Spa when he 
said: 

Our army is engaging the mobilized 
forces of Russia, equipped with all the 
most perfected instruments of war, sup- 
plied by the Allies to the armies oft 
Denikine, Kolchak and ‘Yudenitch—. 
armored automobiles, tanks, machine 
guns and heavy artillery. 

The western nations are ncw preparing 


to operate against Russia under the old 


Entente agreements. The machinery in- 
voked is not that provided by the League 
of Nations. Japan, Brazil and other mem- 
bers of the League have not been asked 
to co-operate. It is the Entente and not 
soviet 
aggression. Prince Lubomirski, Polish Min- 
ister at Washington, has appealed to the 
State Department, rding to Mr. Arthur 
Sears Henning, T times correspondent 
at the national capital, for both moral and 
material support against the Red advance. 
But that appeal comes from Poland and 
not from e Supreme Council of the 
League. 

Mr. Henning wires that there is a disposi- 
tion in Washington to regard the Russ-Pole 
war as a test of the League of Nations. But 
we are inclined to regard this as a political 
view. The League of Nations cannot fairly 
be tested by a conflict in which the League 
is not involved. There has been no appeal 
to the Supreme Council of the League. The 
Entente nations are inclined to use the 
machinery which was tested in the last 
great conflict to restore, for the present, 
the peace of Europe. 

Delay in the formation of the League 
found it unprepared for such a crisis. 
Britain, France and Italy are left to bear 
the brunt alone. Compared to the vast 
moral and economic force which the Leaguy 
could have exerted, the Entente is but a 
weakling. It is like a man fighting with 
One arm in a sling. The Times believes 


that if the League of Nations were now 


what it might have been, if the United 
States were exercising its powerful moral 
and economic influence fhrough the medium 
of the League, if it were funct.oning as the 
greatest factor in the o, and Japan, 
Brazil and othe? nations now members of 
the League were exerting their influence— 
The Times asserts that the menace to soviet 
Russia would have been such that the 
Polish offensive would never have been 
attempted. 
It is not easy for us Americans to. clear

ourselves of the charge of leaving our Al- 
lies in the lurch. But for the blundgrs that 
have been committed on the part of the 
victors since the armistice, the soviet of- 
fensive would never have assumed its pres- 
ent proportions. Our Allies overseas have 
temporized with the soViets when they 
should have been sending an Allied army 
against them. They should never have 
given ear to the sentimentalists who prated 
about the new freedom born of soviet gov- 
ernment. But, if we of America are 
mentally honest, we cannot biind our eyes 
to the crime against civilization which was 
committed in our own country when bitter- 
enders in the Senate and the White Hous? 
combined to defeat the peace treaty and 
kept America aloof from the League of 
Nations, at the very time when our co-oper- 
ation could have made secure the peace of 
the world. What price we shall be called 
upon to pay for that error no finite intel- 
ligence can determine. 


HE COX SURPRISE PARTY. 
Another chapter in the Book of Reve- 
lation is about to be Upened. Along about 


the seventh proximo a committee of more 


or less distinguished Democrats will gather 
from: all sections of the country and, head- 
ed by Senator Robinson of Arkansas and 
eighteen brass bands, will invade the pri- 
vacy of Gov.

him of the honor that has been conferred. — 
It might be said that this committee 
takes the place of a medical commission. 
They want to be sure that the candidate 
is “right.” They put their littl hammers 
at work over his heart. They take his tem-. 
perature and feel his pulse. They ask him 


to stick out his tongue. They measure the 


cubic capacity of his lungs and possibly 
they bleed him and count the white corpus- 
cles. They look up tho family record to see 
ifany of them were ever “queer,” and they 
consider the influences of environment and 
heredity. They test his vision and give him 
no mark of 100 per cent unless he can seo 
a deserving Democrat a matter of 3099 
miles at least.

In the front row 
will be the delegation of correspondents 
carrying press proofs and checking up to 
see that the candidate does not put any- 
thing over on them.

LIQUOR RULES EXPLAINED. 


Collector of Internal Revenue 
Carter received yesterday from In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner Wil- 
liams a statement of regulations for 
the use of intoxicating liquors in the 
manufacture of food products. 
Salfent points of the statement are 


as follows: 
Intoxicating liquors may be used 


in the manufacture of such food 


products as may be approved by the 
commissioner, upon obtaining per- 
mit therefor, but no permit shall be 
granted to any person other than 
for the purpose of market and sale 
and not to be consumed on or in 
connection with the premises where 
manufactured. Where intoxicating 
Haquors are used in the manufacture 
of liquid food p ucts, such as 
soups or in frozen liquids such as 
ſce cream or ices, or in preserving 
or flavoring fruits, such liquids, ice 
eream, ices or the juice of fruits so 
preserved or flavored shall contain 
less than one-half of 1 per cent. of 
alcohol by volume. In no case shal! 
a permit be issued to a person con- 
ducting « hotel, restaurant or other 
public place. 

It shall also appear in the appli- 


cation for the permit that a place 
of storage has been provided. A 


full and complete statement of the 
process of manufacture shall ac- 
company the application, and when 
required, the applicant shall furnish 
the formula or recipe for such prod- 
ucts, 

Any person obtaining a permit 
shall, as a condition to the use au- 
thorized thereby, provide a safe and 
secure place for the storage of all 
liquors procured by him, which 
place of storage shall be kept se- 
eurely locked at all times and 
placed in charge of a responsible 
and reliable employee who alone 
shall have access thereto: A record 
shall be kept showing the kind of 
each liquor deposited in the storage 
room, the amount of each kind so 
deposited, the kind of liquor with- 
drawn from storage, the amount of 
each kind so withdrawn and the 
date of each entry into or with- 
drawal from storage. Any undue 


withdrawals or loss of the liquors; 


so stored. or the failure to keep 
such record will be regarded as suf- 
ficient grounds for the revocation 
of the permit. 

A person holding a permit to use | 
liquor in the manufacture of food 
products, as above, may purchase 
and obtain liquor for such purpose 
upon filing application with the 
Federal prohibition director and ob- 
taining a permit.
